are in school or not, as the amount 
of m oney 
received 
by 
the local 
schools fro m the state school fund is 
based upon this enum eration, 
Thus 
the enum eration bear- a direct rela­ 
tion to the city tax question, in that 
the more 
received 
from the state 
fund the less will have to be raided 
by local tax atio n for the support of 
the city schools. 
In other words, for 
every child within 
the 
school age 
whose nam e is not secured in the 
enum eration, tlu* city schools are de­ 
prived of his 
share 
of 
the state 
school money. 
If 
thi>» num ber is 
large, the lo>- am ount- to a consid­ 
erable sum. 
The enum erators say th a t most of 
the people u nderstand tin-» thorough­ 
ly. but there are some who do not, 
and they wish to have it m ade very

A m b assa d o r G erard cabled the sta te 
departm ent today th a t he expected t a 
receive a note from the G erm an gov­ 
ernm ent to d ay replying to a query as 
to w hether a German subm arine had 
-unk the Sussex. 
The Liner St. Haul bringing affi­ 
davits th a t will form an im portant 
part, of the evidence in the Sussex 
case is not likely to 
arrive 
until 
T h u rsd ay instead of today as expect­ 
ed. 
This m ay prevent decisive a d ­ 
m inistration action th a t w as due to 
follow tom orrow 's cabinet meeting. 
A m bassador G erard ’s official report 
on the Germ an disclaim er of respon- 
-ilnlity carried in press dispatches 
S a tu rd a y night was expected at the 
state departm ent sometime today. 
Compilation of -uch evidence to 
meet this disclaim er is under way. 
The n atu re o f this governm ent’s evi­ 
dence in the Sussex ease continues 
to be a secret. 
It w as said today by 
high au th o rity to he stro n g enough 
to convince the president and Secre­ 
ta ry L ansing th at G erm an subm arine 
attack ed the vessel, but p erh ap s not 
conclusive enough to break off di­ 
plomatic relations.

On an arch like front, the Germ ans 
are throw ing more than 150,000 men 
into action, pounding sim ultaneously 
a g a in st the northw estern and n o rth ­ 
eastern gate to the French fortress. 
The F rench w a r office this a f te r ­ 
noon adm itted tlu* loss of 500 y a rd s 
of French line on Dead M an’s Hill 
em phasizing that tlu* struggle has en­ 
tered a new pha-e. 
A fter squeezing 
tlu* French out of tip* Bethineourt 
salient the crown prince rushed up 
fresh troops without a m om ent’s de­ 
lay and ordered a general ;»s-ault on 
both banks o f the Meuse. 
Since the G erm ans launched the 
cam paign against Verdun with an a r ­ 
tillery a tta c k on tlu* night o f Feb. 
21, they have rolled up the French 
line on both bank- of the M euse c a p ­ 
turing about 150 square miles o f te r­ 
ritory and nearly thirty F ren ch vil­ 
lages.

The evacuation of Bethincourt, in 
itself only a small ruined village, has 
had the effect of flattening the point 
of the salient, although the suecesslul 
holding by the French of the line on 
the Forges creek to the west of Beth­ 
incourt and the line just south of the 
village, leaves a still very pronounced 
salient projecting into the German 
lines, with the two very important 
hills 304, east of Haucourt, and l^e 
Mort Homme, southeast of Bethin­ 
court, within it. 
Bethincourt lies in the Forges val­ 
ley and was at the mercy of the Ger­ 
man guns on the hills at three sides. 
The newr French line skirts the higher 
ground to the south. 
From the incomplete information 
now available, it seems probable that 
the violent German attack on the 
western side of the river, made simul­ 
taneously with two extremely heavy 
assaults on the eastern hank, thus 
practically covering the whole \ er- 
dun front, was undertaken by the Ger­ 
mans as soon as they learned of the 
withdrawal from Bethincourt in tin 
hope of finding the new French line 
in this sector not yet strong enough j 
to resist them. 
The attack was centered against 
tw'O sectors on the western bank of j 
the river, one extending from the Bois 
Avocourt to the Forges stream and 
the other from T>e Mort Homme to 
Cumieres. 
Details of the fighting have not yet 
been received, but 
the ofiu ial an­ 
nouncement indicates that it was of a 
most violent character. 
At one point, 
on the southern edge of the Bois Avo­ 
court, a German assaulting column 
gained 
a

French position, but was immediately 
driven out again by a counter attack. 
On the eastern bank of the river the 
attack did not get beyond the stage of 
artillery 
preparation,

Heavy French artillery concentrat­ 
ed its fire on the German lines of com­ 
munication in the Argonne to the 
northwest of Malancourt, while Ger­

The decedent, who for many years 
lived at the Hotel NViherland. was a 
native of Providence, It. I., a son of 
Josiah L. Webster, a dry goods mer­ 
chant there. 
He came to New York 
early in life. 
In 1890 he retired from 
active business, but never lost bis in­ 
terest in it or in the people who work­ 
ed for the firm. 
Before 
providing 
for 
the 
project 
which had long been in his mind, Mr. 
Webster bequeathed to five cousins 
$5,000 each, set aside $25,000 to Thom 
as W. Beckley, described as a “ serv­ 
ant,” and gave $10,000 to 
his co ach ­ 


man, Frank Falkner. 
He bequeathed to Joseph I* Web­ 
ster, his brother, all his horses, car­ 
riages, harness, clothing, jewelry and 
automobiles and two-thirds of ids re­ 
siduary estate. He then said: 
“ Having been engaged for 
many 
years in the business known as a de­ 
partment store in the city of New York 
and having employed a large number 
of unmarried women in that business, 
J have realized that the domestic envi­ 
ronments of many of them are not con­ 
ducive to their morals or health, and 1 
have concluded to endeavor to improve 
the condition of some of them by giv­ 
ing them the opportunity to live in 
clean, well ventilated, comfortable and 
attractive apartments, and for that 
purpose 1 direct my executors to form, 
or cause to be formed, as soon as prac­ 
ticable after my death a corporation for 
benevolent purposes under the mern- 
1*ership corporation law of the state of 
New York or under such other law of 
the state of New York as may lie ap­ 
plicable at the time. 
“ The particular objects for which 
such corporation is to be formed are to 
generally Improve the conditions of un­ 
married working women and particu­ 
larly to establish, maintain and con­ 
duct apartments in the borough of 
Manhattan for occupation by unmar­ 
ried working \vomen rkg a rdle.ss of their 


religious 
belief 
or 
nationality 
and 
wherein they may find comfortable and 
attractive homes. 
"The name of said corporation shall 
be the Webster apartments, and the 
territory in which the corporation shall 
be principally conduc ted shall be the 
borough of Manhattan.” 
The decedent suggests that the build­ 
ing be erected in the vicinity of the re­ 
tail stores, but does not confine the ex­ 
ecutors to any particular district. 
He 
says he thinks the sort of building In* 
desires can bt> erected and equipped for 
about $400,00'*. but he does not confine 
bis agents to t his sum. They can spend 
more if they think necessary. 
“ The building shall contain a library 
and restaurant,” directs the decedent, 
“and such other appurtenances as will 
tend to render the apartments com­ 
fortable and attractive. 
Apartments 
arc t«> be let furnished and unfurnished. 
“ 1 direct th a t said apartments sh all 
not be conducted for profit, but solely 
for the purpose of providing unmarried 
working women with homes and whole­ 
some food at a small cost to them and 
In deserving cases w ithout cost to them. 
I direct that tlie directors of said cor­ 
poration shall tix the rentals and the 
prices of food with the view of carry­ 
ing out that purpose. The cost of main­ 
taining tin* apartment and restaurant 
in excels of the receipts therefrom shall 
lie met from such income as the corpo­ 
ration may have exclusive of the re­ 
ceipts from suid restaurant and rent 
als.” 
The decedent asks the executors to 
serve as officers of the corporation until 
the first annual meeting.

Though there is a provision of tlie 
sanitary code forbidding tlie sale of 
disease bacteria without permission of 
the board of health, there are dozens of 
laboratories where the germs of ty­ 
phoid, diphtheria, tuberculosis, pneu­ 
monia, anthrax and other scourges 
have lieen procured in the past by per­ 
sons whose responsibility lias been in­ 
vestigated only in the most cursory 
manner. 
Dr. Waite is suspected of having 
planned to inoculate with deadly com­ 
binations of bacilli those persons who 
stood between him and the Peck mil­ 
lions. and it ls even asserted that de­ 
velopments may show that he experi­ 
mented with the germs by inoculating 
his friends with them to see what 
would happen.

law or ordinance governing the distri-1 
bution of deadly germs. 
“ 1 suppose the general criminal laws 
would cover tlie improper use of dan­ 
gerous bacilli,” said Dr. Ferguson, “ but 
I know of no law to regulate their dis­ 
tribution. 
There is a federal statute 
which forbids tin* shipment of such 
germs through the mail, but that is 
the only law of the sort that I can re­ 
call. 
“ Naturally, no hospital or independ­ 
ent laboratory would give deadly germ 
cultures to a person who did not have 
credentials «if some sort, but it would 
be largely a matter of judgment on the 
part of the person in the laboratory to 
whom the application was made. It is 
doubtful whether the person asking for 
tin* cultures would be asked to produce 
a medical diploma or other proof of 
his right to handle tin* germs of viru­ 
lent diseases. 
“ Almost every hospital in New York 
has a laboratory in which cultures of 
disease germs are prepared. There are 
also a great many independent institu 
tions where research work of the same 
sort is carried on."

For if it was plain 
living which explained the low inor 
tality of that period we should expect 
the more marked influence of that fac­ 
tor to appear just as it does, at the 
older ages at which the wear and tear 
mortality is chiefly registered. 
"The damage to vitality which we 
finil in public life is not, therefore, put 
forward as an argument against enter 
ing public service, nor will a knowl­ 
edge of the facts probably tend in that 
direction, certainly not among those 
who place public interests above per­ 
sonal interests, as every public man 
should. But knowledge is power, and 
a knowledge of the facts should enable 
us to protect our public men or enable 
them to protect themselves aixl to do 
so in the, public interest. This can be 
accomplished by bett«*r general health 
conditions in tin» country and its cap­ 
ital. by better health customs and hab­ 
its, by li(*tt«*r ideals and by a m ore sys­ 
tematic application of the perfect ideal? 
already existing.” 
In connection with tlu* lives of the 
presidents of the United States, Pro­ 
fessor Fisher says: 
“ The longevity of each president is 
reckoned from the date of inaugura 
tlon—that is, from the time of his first 
being president. Thus Washington be 
came president at tlu* age of fifty- 
seven, when the ’expectation’ of life 
according to the American experience 
table, was sixteen years. H<* actually 
lived, however, only eleven years in 
s'.cad of the sixt«»en. John Adams, on 
the other hand, lived after inaugura 
tlaci twenty-nine years, which was two 
a nd three times his expectation of thir 
teen years.”

Many military experts have given it 
as their opinion that the training of 
soldiers’ eyesight is the first and most 
important feature of musketry, aud a 
man who is a good Judge of distance is 
of much greater value on the battle­ 
field than one who is a skilled shot 
only. 
Not the least interesting are the les­ 
sons for training a soldier to see in the 
dark. 
It is impressed upon him that 
the ability to see in tlie dark increases 
with practice. 
It is found that on open level ground 
a standing man in khaki can be seen 
on an ordinary dark night at about 
twelve yards, 
on a starlight night 
twenty-four yards and on a moonlight 
night, with the moon ix>hin«l tlu* ob­ 
server. fifty yards. 
When the moon is behind the person 
looked at the limit of vision is about 
100 yards. 
A column of fours moving toward 
the observer can be seen on an ordi­ 
nary dark night at about eighteen 
yards’ distanee, with the moon behind 
the observer 120 yards and about 140 
yards when the moon is behind the 
men looked at.

Soldiers are trained to judge dis 
tauces up t** 1,000 yards. 
Eight hun­ 
dred yards is fixed as the limit for the 
rank and file, because it is found that 
the most expert shots rarely hit a 
small target, such as a prone figure, 
at a distance over 800 yards, even 
when the range is known. 
The British standard of accuracy re­ 
quires that tlu* mean error for trained 
soldiers in judging distances within 
800 yards’ range should not exceed 100 
yards. 
In judging distance tests ofii- 
eers, noncommissioned officers and men 
whose error exceeds 20 per cent are 
regarded as inefficient. 
In Germany, according to "Notes on 
Visual Training,” the best judges make 
10 per cent of err«>r; in Austria the 
average error is 12 per cent. 
In France 15 p«*r cent is laid down 
as the normal error up to 1,000 yards. 
In America a very practical sliding 
scale is in vogue, where the highest 
skill in shooting must lie accompanied 
by a high standard in judging distanee. 
The following is a rough guide for 
judging lateral distances# running at 
right ungles to the observer tit various 
distances: 
With one eye shut and the 
hand at arm’s length to the front with 
the fingers perpendicular, the breadth 
of six fingers will cover 
yards of 
lateral distance ¡it a distance of 500 
yards from the observer. 
Under 
the 
same 
conditions 
the 
breadth of three fingers will cover a 
lateral distance of 100 yards at a dis­ 
tance of 1,000 yards. 
The breadth of two fingers will cov­ 
er a lateral distanee «>f 100 yards at 
1.500 yards. 
The width of tlie thumb will roughly 
cover loo yards of lateral distance 
2,0oo yards away. 
This method may be employed to in­ 
dicate lOtighly the approximate dis 
tam e of an objective from a descrip­ 
tion point. 
Only one hand should be 
used, even if more than one hand's 
breadth is required to indicate the dis 
tame. 
The arm must be held out perfectly 
straight from the shoulder in front of 
tlie face, with the lingers vertical. 
if. however, the object is immediate­ 
ly above or below the description point 
the fingers should be horizontal. 
In 
measuring 
distances 
one 
eye 
should be closed and both the descrip­ 
tion point and tlie objective kept in 
view.

The women in their nation wide ap­ 
peal cite the conduct of the French 
aft«*r the war of 1870 and call on all 
patriotic Mexicans to aid in tho work 
of reconstruction.

"All service papers will be discon­ 
tinued without noliee; all exchanges 
not actually paid have been taken 
from our mailing lists and street sales 
may bo abandoned tbe last half of the 
month. 
Every extra page that can be 
saved must be saved and unless con­ 
ditions change we may be forced to 
run only an 8-page paper towards 
the last of the month." 


Tlie Republican had a request from 
a neighboring town this morning for 
newspaper. 
In the letter the publish­ 
er stated that he had an order for 
paper which should have reached him 
three weeks ago but like other news­ 
papers lie is unable to secure the 
shipment to his office. 
It is impossible to get white news­ 
paper at all. 
This accounts for the 
heavy yellowish cream tint which has 
characterized the Republican for two 
or three weeks and which is becoming 
a characteristic of all papers both 
city and country. 
The reason assigned for this color 
is that bleaching material is not ob­ 
tainable. 
Much of it is made by sul­ 
phuric acid process 
and 
sulphuric

paper and high prices arc accounted 
for by the slackening of work in p a ­ 
per mills in Norway 
and 
Sweden 
through their inability to obtain coal 
and pulp. 
This causes an increased 
demand on American mills for E urop­ 
ean shipments and for South Ameri- 
I can shipments.

paper supply hou-es 
have 
withdrawn all quotations on paper of 
all kinds and nothing is obtainable 
except at a heavy advance over prices 
that prevailed thirty and sixty days 
ago.
